Sweeping Hungary 

LONDON, Oct. 18.—(UP)—Mili- 
tary and political revolt against 
the Nazi puppet government to- 
night was reported sweeping Hun- 
gary, with fighting raging in 
strike-bound Budapest and the new 
Hungarian regime alternately 
broadcasting threats of a drastic 
purge and appeals to rebel troops 
to return to their units. 

Out of the fog of confusion came 
strong indications that the position 
of the Francis Szalasi “Arrow 
Cross” government installed by the 
Germans was highly insecure, and 
Russian reports said that Adm. 
Nicholas Horthy, who reportedly 
was holding out with “thousands” 
of loyal troops in Buda castle, still 
had the nucleus of a government 
which -the ‘Hungarian Fascists 
sought to overthrow. 

A hint that the situation may be 
getting out of hand for the Nazis 
came in a United Press Madrid 
dispatch which quoted Berlin re- 
ports that the German high com- 
mand viewed developments with 
the greatest alarm. It was said that 
the Germans might find it advisa- 
ble to desert Szalasi and pull out 
of Hungary altegéther since they 
could no longer afford to commit 
more men now that Belgrade and 
Budapest are menaced. 

Unconfirmed broadcasts said 
four Hungarian divisions were 
marching against the Hungarian 
Nazis in Budapest where civilians, 
aided by sympathetic troops, were 
battling members of Szalasi’s Ar- 
row Cross organization.

There are always those who deal in 
innuendo and in\a snide sort of gossip about the candidates, The 
worst examples of which I can think were those spread, with a 
certain malice, against Woodrow Wilson, Warren Harding and now, 
against Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

This innuendo about Mr. Roosevelt’s physical condition has 
been, and is, the chief mainstay of a certain type of anti-Roosevelt 
—— Their lying gossip is discounted, I assume, by their obvious 
malice, 


I must admit to being a bit surprised by Clare Boothe Luce’s 


speech. There seemed a certain nostalgia in her references to the 
days when we all were young and strong. But she belongs to the 
ruthless group within the ranks of Republican strategists. That is 


. the group which wants to speak out in a demagogic, slam-bang man- 
ner. They argue the Republican elephant is looked upon as lacking 


in virility and possessed only of the ability to sit down in a deep 
leather chair in oné of the windows of the Union League Club. 
That explains Mrs. Luce. She is trying to make people think of 


the GOP elephant with hair on its chest. , 

I don’t know what the normal standards 
Normal Standards of judgment are as concerns a man’s age. 
There are mornings when I reach hastily for a hand mirror and 
hald it to my lips. So far I have been gratified to see there a 
faint trace of moisture, indicating a flicker of life. I think, how- 
ever, by any normal standards one must admit that Mr. Roosevelt 
is not an old man, 


He is, for instance, seven years younger than Winston Churchill. 
I have listened closely and there appears no great public clamor to 
have Mr. Churchill retired. Mr. Churchill has survived a couple of 
long fights with pneumonia. He gasps and wheezes and he looks 
in repose, like a gray, extinct old volcano. But the last I heard 
of him he was bounding around the steppes of Russia in company 
of Joseph Stalin who, incidentally, was born in 1879.

War Jobs Mr. Roosevelt has done enough work to break down 

the strongest of men and-yet his, health today is 
excellent. The very nature of his physical condition increases, 
rather than decreases, his ability to carry loads which would break 
the average man. i Before he announced he would accept the fourth- 
term nomination if it were given him, he underwent a thorough 
examination at the Naval Medical Center and it was announced he 
was “in better physical condition than the average man of his age.” 
And he is younger than Churchill or Stalin. The President’s physi- 
cian has announced Mr. Roosevelt “is organically sound and in good 
health.” Yes, that means his heart is sound. 


Those about the man say that for two years after the outbreak 
of the war he worked for 16 and 18 hours each day, eating lunch 
off a desk while he worked, sleeping as little as three and four 
hours per night. He did so wear himself out that he was more 
easily afflicted with colds. 


If the President were ill, or likely to be, there would be no at- 
tempt to delude the people as the gossips seem to believe. The at- 
tempt to make the facts seem otherwise are the measure of the 
minds of those who indulge in such innuendo.

It is excellent practice to always remember, when you are ap- 
proached by some smooth-talking individual who tries to get you 
to invest in something or other, to call the Better Business Bureau 
first. A good slogan of the bureau’s is, “Before you invest, in-

cay’ If our returning veterans, coming home 
A Soldier s Letter after they have smashed the foreign ene- 
mies, find there are swarms of unscrupulous crooks at home, just 
waiting to trick them out of their discharge pay or anything else 
they have, those same boys will have to start a new fight after they 
come home, It is up to us to so discourage the crooks, now, that 
this particular evil will be wiped out before our boys come home. 


Cpl. Gene Wheeler Jr. is one of the boys overseas, He recently 
sent an unsolicited letter to the Better Business Bureau of Phila- 
delphia. He used to live in that city before he wore the uniform 
of the Chemical Warfare Division of the U. S. Army. 


In that letter Cpl. Wheeler writes: 

“. . . We're battling enemies whose main weapons are deceit, 
trickery and fraud. And... were winning the fight. Will we 
have to start all over again on the home front after this war is 
over? Have the profits and haste of the war-boom loosened the 
barriers on dishonesty and crookedness? We sincerely hope not!! 
We hope that we may return to a world of industry and enter- 
prise ...a world willing to stamp out greed, deceit and dishonesty 
with the same zeal and dispatch we employ on the battlefields. 


“To the members and managers of the Better Business Bureaus 
.» . . and to all such organizations . ... we, say thanks for keeping 
alive the ideals for which we fight. You are the pinch-hitters of 
every soldier, sailor marine who hopes and expects to return to 
his honest trade. Keep ‘carrying the ball,’ secure in the knowl- 
edge that a grateful crew of fighting men is aware and apprecia- 


tive of your efforts... .” 

It is estimated that losses, through crooked 
A Bond Per Year racketeers, amount to the equivalent of one

Not only does that tax by the crooks penalize the individual, it 
weakens the strength of this nation during these crucial months of 
all-out warfare.

There are, as said, innumerable “rackets” operating today, the 
so-called “white-collar rackets,” the slick tricks of persuasive indi- 
viduals who wear the disguise of honest business to mulct the 
dollars away from gullible victims. 

And these same gentry who now prey upon the civilians at 
home will be waiting, if we don’t prevent them, for the boys as 
they are discharged from the Army. 

It is, it seems, strictly up to us to clean out the rackets, as far 
as we possibly can, to make a better and more honest world for 
our boys to find on their return. 

There is no sense in giving a veteran a discharge bonus of a few

Which reminds us that Earl Browder recently predicted a part- 
nership between the White House and Mr. Lewis should Mr. Dewey 
win, also that he would proceed to split the United Nations. By 
aping Browder, since excommunicated by the President, Mr. Ickes 
is hardly helping the fourth-term cause. Meanwhile, congratula-

. If Mr. Roosevelt should be re 
Pittsburgh Post-Gazette elected, there is a real danger that 
we might repeat the Wilson tragedy. Like Wilson, he conducts 
foreign affairs very much on a one-man basis. When he went to 
Teheran, he took with him Harry Hopkins, a yes-man, not his secre- 
tary of state or majority and minority senate leaders who could 
share responsibility not only for decisions taken but for their. sub- 
sequent ratification.

York that were slightly less stren- 
vous than travelling by covered 
wagon, while we had sought vain- 
ly for a physician to accompany 
us so that we might be still alive 
on arrival, the answer was there 
all the time: the trip could have 
been made in a private railroad 
car. 
No sitting in the smoker until 
3 a. m. hoping and often praying 
that some upper berth might be 
empty by default; no. standing in 
the corridor of the diner jammed 
between hundreds of famished’ 
compatriots, waiting from eight 
until one for breakfast, and as 
soon as that meal was finished, 
lining up again for lunch, until 
your knees collapse and you suc- 
cumb to claustrophia; none of that, 
but an entire car to one’s self. 
Why had not someone mentioned 
this to us before? : 

The government had said, “Your 
seat on the train is needed by a 
soldier who wants to see his wife 
or mother for the last time.” And 
if we occupied a seat, our con- 
science hurt us. But not once, to 
our knowledge, has the govern- 
ment said, “Some soldier 
want your private car.” 

The simplicity of the scheme is 
delightful. There is not even any 
necessity for patronizing the diner 
at all, or being asphyxiated in that 
narrow corridor. You merely 
take your lunch in a shoebox and 
a the first pang of hunger select a 
piece of fried chicken from the 
contents. You can eat it with 
your fingers, there are no wait- 
ers to disapprove. 

You (and I do not mean you, 
Mr. Winchell. but some hypotheti- 
cal newspaper woman) not 
have to disrobe in a crowded 
dressing room among other wom- 
en who are exhibiting their ap- 
pendectomy scars, or find your- 
self brushing the hair of the wom- 
an next to you, or step into some- 
one else’s pajamas. You can be 
certain that the teefh you brushed 
were your own; and when the 
preparations are complete, you do 
not have to crawl up a ladder 
with a 50-pound suitcase in your 
right hand while wildly clutching 
at -your town robe with the other. 

There are no red-caps and taxi 
problems on arrival. There is no 
.need to take your six suitcases 
up thousands of steps at Pennsyl- 
vania Station, drop your typewrit- 
er on the top step and see it roll 
to the bottom; you do not have 
to stand by while all the aggres- 
sive Americans in the United 
States grab all the available taxis, 
or squeeze yourself. in between 
five chlorinated blondes for a ride 
to a hotel which, you discover, has 
not had a vacancy since Pearl Har- 
bor. No. 

You merely sit in your private 
railroad car until it pulls up at 
the Waldorf’s special entrance. 

Now it is perfectly true, I ad- 
mit, that the government some- 
times asks civilians not only to 
give up a seat to a soldier, but 
even in some instances not to 
travel at all. This request, of 


may | 


course, has to be taken with salt 
and pepper. Someone is always 
asking people not to travel; it’s an 
old American custom. While the 
Gold Rush was on in the 1840’s, 
miners who had struck it rich 
were writing home to their rivals, 
“IT should not advise you to come 
out west; the journey is so fraught 
with hardships and danger that 
few survive.” 

In 1860 Adiel Sherwood wrote 
in his. “Gazeteer of Georgia” 
words of advice which should like 
those of June, 1944:' “It is not 
necessary that we pack off-to the 
north to kill the ennui of our long 
summers; there are objects of in- 
terest enough in our own state to 
detain every patriot.” And he 
enumerates Madison and Indian 
Springs, Warm Springs, Chaly- 
beate and Limestone Springs, 
Toccoa and Tallulah Falls. The 
inns there may or may not have 
been conducted according to the 
rules laid down in a letter which 
he inserts at that point. It was 
written in 1783 by one Joshua 
Clifford to his daughter, who was 
opening a public house: 


“Dear Bess: Entering on a new 
sphere of business, you will need 
advice. I am an old traveller, and 
know how to give it. The follow- 
ing remarks regard your treat- 
rient of ‘genteel’ company; others 
will, not expect so much atten- 
tion: 

“1, Let your house be kept neat. 
Have your furniture and rooms 
brushed and wiped every morn- 
ing. 

“2. Keep scrapers at the outside 
doors, and mats at every door. 

“3. Let your beds have clean 
sheets for every visitor; this is in- 
dispensable. 

“4. Let your. bedsteads' be 
cleansed every March, and you 
will be seldom troubled with mul- 
tipedes; if you should be, use 
quicksilver and tallow. 

“5. Have your cooking done free 
from coals and ashes; frequently 
let your ham and chicken be 
broiled, instead of fried. 

“7. Let your water bucket stand 
so high that your children shall 
not dabhle in it. 

“8. Keep a_ spit-box in every 
room; this will teach vulgar peo- 
ple that the floors were not made 
to spit on. 

“12. Don’t allow your children 
to examine the baggage of your 
guests. 

“14. Furnish your public rooms 
with some good books, geograph- 
ical and descriptive works, and 
papers for the season.” 


Now I am not suggesting that 
these rules would be of interest 
to the Waldorf staff who prob- 
ably have their own ideas of 
where to put the water bucket 
and how to furnish their public 
rooms; a hotel with a special en- 
trance for private railroad cars 
has thought of everything.  In- 
deed, I am so captivated by that 
idea that only one thing prevents 
my arriving immediately by that 
mode: the only trains which enter 
and leave Thomaston are freights; 
end I should not like to roll up at 
the Waldorf behind a freight 
train.

Statler 
Scorecard 


NEW YORK.—On the evening 
of September 23, following Presi- 


dent Roosevelt’s oration to Dan 
Tobin’s goons in the Hotel Statler, 
in Washington, two young naval 
officers, with good waf records, 
were ganged and beaten by an 
overwhelming number of persons 
unknown whose cortduct strongly 
indicated that they had been mem- 
bers of Mr. Roosevelt’s audience. 


The officers were quickly identi- 
fied and exonerated of miscon- 
duct. Had they been drunk or had 
they provoked the fight, they un- 
doubtedly would have been tried 
by courtmartial. The fact that no 
charges were made against them 
by either the Navy or the civil 
authorities of Washington vindi- 
cates them completely and indicts 
the hoodlums who attacked them. 
The victims said the gang went to 
work on them when they refused 
to promise to vote for Roosevelt in 
the election. 


Washington is the headquarters 
of the vaunted Federal Bureau of 
Investigation whose chief, J. Ed- 
gar Hoover, has received more 
publicity than Hawkshaw the de- 
tective, old .and young Kings 
Brady, Nick/ Carter and Sherlock 


Holmes combined, much of it pro- 


moted by himself for his own grat- 
ification and renown through a 
journalistic claque. Washington 
is the headquarters also of the 
Department of Justice which has 
general supervision-over the local 
grand jury. Washington is the 
headquarters of the secret service 
and the other investigating forces 
of the Treasury, of the Army and 
Navy Intelligence Services and of 
Harold Ickes’ Gestapo. In addi- 
tion, Washington has three police 
forces. 


Yet, all these fabulous agencies, 
with thousands of detectives at 
their command, and with powers 
of subpoena, in more than three 
weeks have been unable to make a 
single arrest or even to identify a 
single one of the goons. 


Old Dan Tobin, whom the Presi- 
dent greeted affably as “Dan” in 
beginning his address, has not 
been dragged before the grand 
jury in the absence of a voluntary 
appearance and made to tell under 
oath just how much he knows 
about the gang attacks on the 
naval officers. 


This would have been normal 
procedure in any law-abiding com- 
munity where political influence 
did not interfere with the adminis- 
tration of justice. In New York 
county, Frank Hogan, the succes- 
sor of Tom Dewey, would have 
shoved Tobin and his executive 
»}board into the grand jury room 
within 24 hours and the police, 
unless they were handcuffed by 
political orders from the city hall 
to lay off friends of the adminis- 
tration, would have pinched the 
entire gang before the night was 
ee} and locked them up for as- 
sault, 


This case presented the simplest 
kind of police problem. A bunch 
of hoodlums got drunk and, when 
the President had finished his 
speech, went out looking for trou- 
ble. Feeling that the President 
had indorsed the brutality for 
which they are notorious and 
which the supreme court solemn- 
ly approved in the disgraceful 
Byrnes opinion, they permitted 
themselves to be deceived by the 
young and slight appearance of 
the two officers. All goons are 
yellow as they have repeatedly 
demonstrated in waylaying unsus- 
pecting and defenseless wagon 
drivers in Chicago and beating 
their brains out with the ball-bats 
and in mobbing individual work- 
ers trying to go to their jobs in 
Seattle. These particular gorillas 
obviously did not realize that some 
men have courage even against 
gangs and, from all published ac- 
counts, it: appears that the naval 
officers kicked their ears off in a 
rousing rough and tumble. 


Undoubtedly Tobin’s influence 
quickly reached the White House 
and undoubtedly there is White 
House connivance in the mishan- 
dling of the police work which the 
FBI is placed in the absurd posi- 
tion of being unable to pick up 
half a dozen disorderly drunks 
vyhose names undoubtedly are 
known to Mr. Hoover and to Steve 
Early, the President's secretary.

However, this is slight consola- 
tion when a dozen dirty windows 
Stare you.in the face, there: are 
fingerprints,on the woodwork, 
dust lies heavy on the bedsprings 
and a hamperful of your heir’s 
dirty clothes are waiting to be 
washed and ironed. 

For the most part, I believe the 
ladies rejoicing over their newly 
found independence are whistling 
in the dark. 


ERIC JOHNSTON 


Leaning Neither to the Right or to the Left 


Certain doctrinaire radicals re- 
gard all economic life in terms of 
what Karl Marx called “class 
struggle.” In other words, they 
look upon relations between capi- 
tal and labor as a permanent con- 


'| flict in which we can hope, at best, 


for an occasional armistice. This 
theory is also accepted, in effect 
if not in words, by extremists in 
the private capitalist camp who 
would deny the inherent rights of 
labor, Both. extremes are guilty of 
absolutist thinking. In practice, 
agreement and co-operation be- 
tween labor and capital in the in- 
terests of common goals have been 
more vital and more real than the 
class struggle. 


I believe that we must free our- 
selves from this black-and-white 
thinking. ‘To conserve the con- 
structive and useful values in capi- 
talism we must not seek to freeze 
it. We must not hem it in by too 
many taboos. and _ restrictions. 
Within the main pattern of indi- 
vidual freedom it must remain re- 
silient, adaptable, and _ thus 
thoroughly alive. The threat 
against capitalism does not come 
from just one direction. It also 
comes from the opposite corner. 
Let us look at this double menace. 


First, there are those ultra-con- 
servatives who are alarmed by 
change, any sort of change, and 
hence would. turn back the clock 
of history. They would block the 
inexorable forward march of labor 
unionism, and would restrict gov- 
ernment to the more primitive role 
it played in a more primitive day 
and age. Whetever the views or 
Ahe motives of such people, the 
plain fact is that they automatical- 
ly place themselves in the camp 
of unreasoning reaction—which is 
quite a different thing from intel- 
ligent conservatism. I think that 
the impact of war, fortunately, is 
jolting some of these people out 
of their absolutist attitudes; they 
are becoming fewer in number 


and many of their leaders are be-|! 


ing mellowed and tempered by ex- 
perience. 

Second, at the other end of the 
ideological scale are the clamorous 
collectivists. Psychologically these 
are one breed, whether they call 
themselves Fascists, Communists, 
Socialists, or super-planners. We 
can leave out of account the mere 
demagogues and power-hungry 
schemers and consider only the 
honest collectivists. In.recent years 
they have been especially articu- 
late, so that their books and 
speeches, both here and in Eng- 
land, are ‘available for study. 

Most of them may not agree 
among themselves. Each contrib- 
utes a piece or two to the over-all 
picture of a planned and virtually 


automatic world. From cradle to 
grave, from womb to tomb, life 
would be charted in advance. 
What every man shall plant or 
manufacture, how much he shall 
use, systems of economic priorities 
and rationing, administered by 
state and national and finally in- 
ternational boards and agencies 
would be elaborated—and pre- 
sumably enforced by police action. 
Where the collectivist schemes pro- 
vide a role for private enterprise, 
as many of them do, the risk ele- 
ment is taken out, a fair return 
is guaranteed on investment, and 
markets are assured in advance. 


Most of these collectivists are 
well-meaning and idealistic. They 
are so conscious of the unsavory 
by-products of the capitalist way 
of life that they are blind to its 
accomplishmentg and blinder still 
to its unexploited potentialities. In 
their annoyance they would throw 
out the baby with the bath water. 
Even the sorry record of physical 
degradation, moral bankruptcy, 
terror, and war in the countries 
which have tried collectivism and 
state dictatorship does not frighten 
these theorists. They find excuses 
and fool themselves into believ 
that the American version of 
totalitarian life will be different, 
| more palatable. 


I am convinced that I speak for 
the great majority of Americans 
in insisting that there is a middle 
ground of reality somewhere be- 
tween these extreme threats to 
our traditional life. Call us pro- 
gressives, or liberal progressives, 
or conservative liberals—such tags 
have lost their old meanings in 
the present crisis of growth’ and 
change. Whatever the tag, we 
deny that America faces a choice 
between a congealed old order and 
some experimental new order. On 
the contrary, we feel that those 
who narrow down the choice be- 
tween such repugnant extremes 
are dangerously confusing the 


ssue, 

We believe in thé middle way: 
the “ of realistic adjustment be- 
tween ‘old-style laissez-faire capi- 
talism and current economy. We 
reject rule-of-thumb  absolutist 
— from any political direc- 

on. 


We prosper best under the free- 
dom of give-and-take. Americans 
will accept collective action 
through their government but only 
*to achieve purposes which -cannot 
be achieved by private capital. 
They ascribe no wonder-working 
talents to government. They will 
sacrifice no portion of their treas- 
ured individual freedoms to com- 
pensate for collective chores. They 
will use all the institutions at their 


disposal to get results, and that, 


does not exclude government. The 
successors of the New Deal in of- 
fice will not dump all the worth- 
while advances made in recent 
years. They will not because they 
cannot. New facts and new atti- 
tudes have come’ into existence. 
But they can and must revise the 
innovations where these block the 
flow of investment capital and 
otherwise tend to stall the capital- 
ist mecanisms. . 


Brought up on the Jeffersonian 
idea that the government is best 
which governs least, Americans 
will have no truck with the statist 
dictum that the government is best 
which governs most. But as prac- 
tical men they recognize change 
and are ready to utilize govern- 
ment beyond the limits visualized 
in Jefferson's more primitive so- 
ciety. : 

In the same way they will have 
no truck with those who see the 
possibilities of economic life only 
as a contest between labor control 
and management control, as a per- 
petual seesaw of strikes, lockouts, 
struggles for dominance. They be- 
lieye in arbitration and accommo- 
dation, and are convinced that 
empiric reason and cold logic must 
displace brute force in industrial 
relations. Their common sense and 
native shrewdness reject theories 
of automatic happiness and plan- 
ned security, just as they would 
— theories of perpetual mo 

on. 

The very character of our popu- 
lation makes the way of modera- 
tion, of compromise, and accom- 
modation almost a necessity. We 
are a people of the most diverse 
racial origins, pretty nearly a fed- 
eration of nations within ourselves, 
and a people of many different re- 
ligious faiths. Our cultural roots 
are in many soils of many con- 
tinents. Such variety, including 
every conceivable extreme, can be 
balanced only through an average. 
Americans represent a tough hu- 
man alloy—too unyielding to be 
shaped by reformers according to 
preconceived desighs. They must 
follow their own destiny, which 
is neither Right nor Left. 

The chief vittue of our form of 
constitutional gdvernment — gov- 
ernment by laws, not by men or 
by arbitrary edicts—is that it pro- 
vides wide scope for almost any 
variety of economie life. It is not 
committed to untrammeled lais- 
sez faire, although some of the 
founders of our government may 
have thought so. Neither is it com- 
mitted to. total state 
let alone control, of economic 
processes. Our government pro- 
vides the ideal structure for a 
middle-of-the-road type of eco 
nomic life. >

Hitler’s proclaination was read 
over the Berlin radio. The Fueh- 
rer, whose voice has not been 
heard on the air since shortly aft- 
er the reported assassination at- 
tempt July 20, was quoted as

“Just as in 1939 we are facing 
the enemy alone. In a first enor- 
mous effort of our German peo- 
ple’s strength we succeeded then. 
. « » Germany’s all-out effort must 
and will succeed. Relying on our 
own force, we will not only break 
the enemy’s will of destruction, 
but we will throw him back again. 
I call on ablebodied men to fight.”

In the end it was the Atlantic 
Wall that gave the Germans the 
respite they are now dubiously 
employing. We knew from the start 
that the roots of the German army 
in the Reich itself was the area 
of decision in the battle we were 
fighting. But the Atlantic Wall 
compelled us to hit at the points 
furtherest from the roots. 

Faced with this truly -formida- 
ble barrier, we had to secure the 
maximum advantage from the vic- 
tory our air force had won in 
stripping the Reichswehr of its 
mobility and to do this we had to 
land furthest from the Reich 
where the crippling effects of an 
army’s lack of mobility would be 
greatest, We wegpe fighting an ene- 
my whose legs had been broken 
by the greatest air force -but 
whose hands and arms still re- 
mained powerful. 


STRATEGIC POSITION 

Thus we were compelled te put 
ourselves in the position of a box- 
er who plants his feet furthest 
from the point where he knows he 
will have to land his knockout. An 
invading army’s feet—the place it 
stands on—are the ports in which 
its supplies are landed, The Atlan- 
tic wall kept us from these ports 
by requiring a maximum effort

for quick reduction. 

Once we got the German army 
on the run in the breakthrough 
west of St. Lo, July 26, we had to 
decide whether to weaken our pur- 
suing force by making a maxi- 
mum effort against such a port as 
Le Havre or keep chopping and 
trampling down the bulk of the 
Reichswehr. 

The decision that was made—to 
by-pass the ports temporarily and 
keep on as long as possible with 
the work of destroying the Ger- 
man army—was based on this 
fact: In the time required to take 
so strong a segment of the Atlan- 
tic wall as Le Havre or any other 
port nearer the area of decision 
than the Cherbourg péninsula, the 
Reichswehr would have been able 
to pull itself together and make 
a stand among the emplacements 
it had built on the natural defense 
barriers of France or Belgium— 
the Seine, perhaps, or the Marne, 
or the Albert Canal. 
ALTERNATIVE SITUATION 

If that had happened, we would 
now, in October, be starting a bat- 
tle for eastern France or Belgium 
instead of having that battle over 


and being in a pause fo’ prepare 


for the battle of Germany—the 
final battle of the ‘war against 
Hitler, 

The German campaign 
summer took maximum advan- 
tage of the Atlantic wall. They 
left their men in the wall itself to 
fight to the end. They teft the 
rest of their men along the middle 
of the direct road to Germany, so 
that we were forced continually 
to take the long way around. They 
left their men in the Argéntan- 
Falaise gap and in Paris and in 
the Valenciennes-Mauberge-Mons 
triangle. 

Their whole tactic seems to have 
been to force our supply lines to 
cover maximum mileage, hoping 
for “the natural weakening which 
every offensive undergoes in -the 
long run,” 

This tactic of desperation work- 
ed. At least it gave Hitler’s Reich 
some. moments more of breath 
than the optimists among us had 
thought it would have.

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Rigid Rules Are Clamped 
On Germans by Allies 


SHAEF, Paris, Oct. 18.—(4)—Extermination of Nazism with all of 
its works and symbols, and stern but just treatment of the Germans 
generally .are the terms of the military law being imposed in Ger- 
man territory as it is wrested from Hitler’s army. 


Brig. Gen. Julius C. Holmes, 
Gen, Eisenhower's deputy assistant 
chief of staff for military govern- 
ment, said today in outlining the 
scope of the measure that its main 
object was to facilitate the work 
of the armies in continuing their 
push. 

The present code alregdy is post- 
ed in those small areas of Ger- 
many so far occupied and deals 
only with the war period. Plans 
for long-term occupation of the 
Reich are left for the Allied gov- 
ernments to decide upon. 

The war law for Germany sets 
aside the sovereignty of the Ger- 


man state and makes Gen. Eisen- 


hower supreme judge and admin- 
istrator. It is effective in all areas 
occupied by the armies under his 
command. én 


MAIN PROVISIONS 

The main provisions are the 
elimination of Nazism, apprehen- 
sion of war criminals, protection of 
Allied and neutral property, abro- 
gation of Nazi.laws, surrender of 
all arms by Germans, suspension 
of civilian travel, courts, newspa- 
pers and radio stations, control of 
postal, telegraph and telephone 
services and preservation of all 
ne records, archives, artistic 
and scientific works and property 
generally, 

The code provides possible death 
penalties for resistance behind the 
Allied lines. 

Gen. Holmes made it plain the 


regime to be imposed on Germany| : 


is nothing like the civil affairs ad- 
ministrations set up in France, Bel- 
gium and Holland, which he said 
were purely to assist those coun- 
tries. 

It is something like the adminis- 
tration drawn up for Italy. 

The military law will be admin- 
istered by each army entering Ger- 
many—American, British, Cana- 
dian and French—in the territory 
it occupies. 

The first law of the code abol- 
ishes the Nazi party, Nazi symbols 
and all Nazi laws, including the 
Nurnberg racial measures, the law 
making the Nazi party the only 
one’ allowed, the Hitler youth law 
and the measure which made it 
illegal to say anything against the 
Nazis.

A veteran who desires to buy 
or build a home, or to improve an 
existing dwelling, will proceed in 
the usual manner by going to his 
bank or other lending agency. 

If the potential lender considers 
that the property is suitable for 
the purpose, of a reasonable value, 
and that the veteran can repay the 
loan out of his income, the lender 
will communicate. with the nearest 
veterans administration office re- 
garding the eligibility of the vet- 
eran.

city police departments at a meet- 
ing today, a committee of two 
county policemen will meet with 
the chairman of the civil service 
board with suggested changes in 
the tentative police reorganization 
plan presented by the civil serv- 
ice board. 

The police committee, consisting 
of Fred Stephens and J. Otis 
Smith, have studied the civil serv- 
ice regulations and qualifications 
which .were unofficially approved 
by the commission last week. 

The civil service board’s pro- 
posals will be approved by the 
county policemen with _ slight 
changes, Stephens said. - The- po- 
lice department would rather have 
the rules more similar to those of 
the federal civil service regula- 
tions, he explained. / 


POLITICS OPPOSED 

“We heartily approve the civil 
service board’s clause related to 
politics,” the policeman said. “We 
don’t want politics involved in our 
department, and I believe the civil 
service’s ruling on that is fine.” 

Stephens said that the police 
representatives will meet with 
Herman Steinichen, chairman of 
the civil service board, to review 
the regulations. ~- 

The regulations will again be 
taken up by the county commis- 
sioners, who have not officially 
approved them, with the proposed 
changes made by the police. It 
was decided to allow the police 
committee to show approval or 
disapproval of the regulations at 
a special commission meeting Fri- 
day, 

HAVE OWN IDEAS 

Several members, of the county 
police department, who have 
shown a decided interest in the 
position of chief, have formed 
their. own ideas about the reor- 
ganization of the department. 

A meeting of every member of 
the department to name their can- 
didate for the chief’s race is still 
rumored around the police station, 
while others report dissatisfaction 
with the commission’s tentative 
proposal that the chief should 
have only five years of police ex- 
periénce. 

Several men on the force be- 
lieve that at least 10 years’ ex- 
perience in police work would be 
desirable, and feel that the clause 
—one year experience as a lieu- 
tenant or higher ranking officer— 
would be unjust to many of the 
patrolmen and _ sergeants who, 
they report, have not had a chance 
to advance because of “not know- 
ing the right people.”

Reducing Takes 
Time, Patience 


By IDA JEAN KAIN, 


Maybe it’s the season, but there 
seems to be an up-trend in fig- 
ure fixing. Women are asking for 
a prescription “for slimming—a 
complete overhauling, one young 
lady expressed it. She complains 
that she is 20 pounds overweight 
and all in the middle! If this slim- 
ming fits in with your day dreams, 
here we go. ... 

It isn’t too difficult to lose 20 
pounds in. eight weeks, which is 
two and one-half pounds per week. 
The pounds may not come off ex- 
actly at that rate. You might lose 
three to four pounds the first week 
and that many the second, if the 
fat is the soft,- watery kind that 
is easily lost. But when the flesh 
is the too, too golid kind, it might 
take a couple of weeks to make 
a good start. Also, those plagued 
with water retention might not 
show any weight logs for 10 days 
to two weeks, then suddenly lose 
five or six pounds overnight. But 
anyone who follows a good diet 
restricted to 1,000 to 1,200 calories 
a day can be slimmer by 20 pounds 
in eight to 10 weeks, . 

Let’s see exactly how -to go 
about losing these 86,420 calories, 
or 20 pounds. The average wom- 
an in sedentary work requires 
around 2,100 mags a day to keep 
going. Excess weight means she 
has pb this number and 
the extra have been stored—in 
this case, mostly around the mid- 
dle, These stored calories repre- 
sent surplus fuel material which 
is on tap to be used for energy 
anytime it’s needed, 

o chuck the 20 pounds then, 
the calories must be lowered to 
the point where stored calories 
will be burned for ont of the 
energy needs, It has been proved 
that it is perfectly safe to lessen 
the calories by one-third to one- 
half the daily requirement, For 
the sedentary worker the reduc- 
ing diet can be 1,000 to 1,100 cal- 
ories a day, and far the average 
wornan 1,200 calories a day. _ 

In making up a reducing diet, 
the main trick is to include the es- 
sentidis without going out of 
bounds on calories. In a diet as 
low as 1,000 calories, every food 
used must provide it’s full share 
of nutrition. If the following nu- 
trition essentials form the basis of 
your reducing diet, you can lose 
the 20 paunds and improve your

WITH THE U. 8S. THIRD AR- 
MY IN FRANCE, Oct. 14.—(De- 
layed) —(#)—This strange war 
finds the Germans preparing for 
bitter battles to keep the Allies 
out of the Reich with a “hidden 
reserve” of more than 100,000 men 
—but the reserve forces are hid- 
den in France where they are of 
scant use to Hitler and even less 
worry to Gen. Dwight D, Eisen- 
hower. 

These forgotten Nazis, by-passed 
by the Allied onrush through 
France, are distributed thusly: 8,- 
000 at Dunkerque, 22,000 at Lo- 
rient; 20,000 at St. Nazaire, 30,000 
in the Vannes area, and 26,000 
in the Bordeaux sector. There 
probably are another.10,000 on the 
channel] ‘islands. 

The surrender of 20,000 Ger- 
mans near Orleans without any 
ground pressure being brought to 
bear probably is a tip-off.on what 
many of the isolated Germans will 
do when winter closes in and sup- 
plies shrink.

HITLER'S KISS OF DEATH 


Rommel's Fatal Accident 
Bore Gestapo Earmarks 


Pierre J. Huss, who for seven years prior to Pearl Harbor 
managed the Berlin bureau of Internatinal News Service and had 
ample opportunity to observe Nazi “purge” methods at first hand,

WITH THE U. S. THIRD ARMY ON THE MOSELLE FRONT, Oct. 
18.—(Delayed)—(INS)—Field Marshal Erwin Rommel, the erstwhile

received with little credence in 
Moselle listening posts. Too many 
people in this German-dominated 
area, after four years under Nazi 
rule, can detect Propaganda Min- 
ister Goebbels’ finger in the pie. 
Moreover, French ears eaves- 
dropped very successfully on the 
conversations of German officers, 
and both sources agree unani- 
mously that Rommel’s name gen- 
erally was linked with the mis- 
fired plot against Hitler in July. 


The former Desert Fox, accord- 
ing to Wehrmacht §scuttlebutt, 
was liquidated some days before 
Gestapo Chieftain Heinrich Him- 
mler on July 20 engineered the 
junkers group into falling into a 
Nazi trap. 

Rommel’s popularity on the 
home front and in the army still 
was too great to include him open- 
ly in the subsequent purge. He 
was known, however, to have 


been shelved by Hitler and he was | 
marked for death soon after his | 
plan to smash the Allied invasion | 


on the beaches failed miserably. 

This failure, coming upon the 
kicking around Rommel got after 
losing Africa, vindicated his jeal- 
ous rival and superior—Field Mar- 
shal Karl Gerd Von Rundstedt— 
who sponsored the plan that the 
Allied onslaught could best be 


beaten inland.

IN SOLE COMMAND 

At any rate, Rundstedt subse- 
quently was reappointed by Hit- 
ler in sole command in the west 
and Rommel died under mysteri- 
ous circumstances. Rommel’s death 
could. scarcely haVe been more 
convenient all-around from the 
Allied standpoint. We got rid of 
a still-potentially dangerous foe, 
about whom the Germans might 
have rallied. And from Hitler’s 
standpoint, a disgruntled but has- 


,been public idol was removed. 
| The German high command 


could look upon Rommel’s death 
as the wiping out of a Nazi up- 
start and “bees-hall field marshal,” 
who might have regained Hitler’s 
favor. And, from Himmler’s stand- 
point, his most dangerous rival 
and stumbling-block to -the Nazi 
leadership was eliminated. 


‘ Sunday night’s bald announce- 
ment of Rommel’s demise was 
merely confirmation of what ev- 
ery talkative German prisoner or 
French table waiter offered free 
of charge since July. They dif- 
fered somewhat on the version’ of 
how the fatal injuries were in- 
flicted but no one doubted the 
death. 

TAMPERING? 

Sources, entirely unconnected 
with each other, but each claim- 
ing first-hand knowledge of the 
incident, agreed that the Desert 
Fox was seriously injured and his 
chauffeur killed when his car 
overturned, The accident evident- 
ly was the direct result of tam- 
pering with the steering wheel, 


ese quarters said, and not from | 


strafing of the car. 


One source told of German of- 
ficers who visited Rommel a 
month after the accident and 
found him rapidly recovering but 
worried over sudden plans to 
transfer him to Germany, _al- 
though at that time his name had 
not yet been linked with the anti- 
Hitler plot. 


The same officers—at least one 
of whom is now a captive—said 
that the field marshal suffered 
only injuries from the overturned 
car, and that no strafing was in- 
volved. Secondly, Frenchmen at 
Chartres assert that Rommel was 
picked up after lying beside the 
road for four hours, bleeding and 
unconscious while obviously offi- 
cial German cars passed by and 
left him lying there bleeding to 
death. Apparently the passers-by 
acted on mysterious orders. 
FRENCH OPERATED 

The French people took him to 
a hospital where a French doctor 
performed, an emergency opera- 
tion and kept Rommel alive. The 
doctor never was cited by the 
Nazis, and Rommel, though grate- 
ful, was. uncommunicative. ’ 


Moreover, German officers at | 


the Le Mans chateau were said 
to have laughed when they heard 
about the accident. They were also 
overheard while joking about the 
fact that the eighth successive 
driver for Rommel! got killed only 
a few days previous, after brag- 
ging that the next time Rommel’s 
luck would run out but not his. 


On the whole, Rommel’s death 
bears familiar earmarks common 
to all those @ying suddenly after 
Hitler’s kiss of death—like von 
Fritsch, von Reichenau and Ernst 
Udet.
